The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing communication,  which  was  read  and  adopted : 
To  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Car- 
olina, now  in  session : 
By  a  resolution  now  in  force  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master  to  examine  the  communica- 
tions received  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
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communicate  such  abstracts  as  May  be  deemed  important. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Maine,  New- 
Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  York,  Mary- 
land, Virginia,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Florida, 
Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  Indiana,  Ohio,  Iowa, 
Texas,  and  Louisiana,  have  been  examined  by  me,  and 
contain  the  most  cheering  evidence  ot  the  flourishing  con- 
dition of  the  craft,  and  increased  zeal  for  the  welfare  of 
the  order.  These  communications  will  all  be  referred  to 
a  Standing  Committee  by  usage  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
and  from  them  many  valuable  extracts  and  suggestions 
may  be  made.  Those  from  Massachusetts,  New  York 
and  Mississippi,  are  full  of  interest.  The  Tableau  An- 
nual of  Louisiana,  informs  us  that  the  craft  in  that  State 
while  working  under  one  Grand  Lodge,  use  three  differ- 
ent rites  :  Kite  dYork,  Rite  Ecossai's,  and  Rite  Modirne. 
From  them  1  learn  too,  that  in  many  of  the  Grand  Lodges, 
to  prevent  confusion,  the  Grand  Secretaries  and  Trea- 
surers gives  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  their  duty.  No  portion  of  society  is  under  mora 
solemn  obligations  to  fidelity  in  every  duty  of  life  than 
Masons,  and  in  official  matters  it  is  alike  due  to  the  digni- 
ty of  the  station,  as  demanded  by  self-respect,  and  regard 
to  the  interests  of  the  craft. 

As  regards  the  system  of  establishing  a  Charity  School, 
for  the  benefit  of  orphans  of  Masons  and  others,  the  report 
of  the  agent  has  not  as  yet  been  received,  nor  am  I  advised 
of  his  progress,  or  with  what  cordiality  his  mission  was 
received  by  the  Lodges  he  visited.  He  will  doubtless  re- 
port, and  when  received,  shall  be  communicated.  I  re- 
gret that  some  have  manifested  opposition  to  it.  I  here- 
with enclose  a  communication  from  the  Hall  Lodge,  No. 
53,  on  that  subject,  marked  A. 

It  was  reported  to  me,  during  your  recess,  that  the 
Widow's  Sons'  Lodge,  No,  75,  Camden,  was  not  held  at 
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that  place,  but  travelled  from  place  to  place.  I  promptly 
dispatched  as  Deputy  Grand  Master,  a  skilful  Brother, 
whose  report  "that  whatever  disorder  had  existed  had 
been  corrected,  and  that  no  complaints  of  the  kind  would 
again  occur."  The  report  is  herewith  submitted,  mark- 
ed B. 

By  the  resolution  of  the  Grand  L6dge,  December  13, 
1842,  the  Grand  Master  was  instructed  to  investigate  the 
situation  of  the  house  and  lot  belonging  to  the  Johnson, 
Caswell  Lodge,  in  the  town  of  Warrenton.  I  appointed 
Brother  J.  J.  Judkins,  who  sold  the  same  for  $75,  which 
has  been  deposited  in  the  Grand  Master's  hands.  The  re- 
port of  Brother  Judkins  is  herewith  submitted,  marked  C. 

The  communication  of  a  Brother,  as  to  the  lot  belong- 
ing to  the  Lodge  in  Beaufort,  which  by  non-usage  belongs 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  herewith  submitted,  marked  D. 

The  communication  by  letter  of  the  R.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Mississippi,  on  sending  a  Masonic  Delegate  to 
Europe,  is  also  communicated.  At  our  last  Annual  Com- 
munication, this  Grand  Lodge  approved  the  suggestion, 
but  the  communication  recommends  a  worthy  Brother, 
John  DeLafuid,  Jr.  as  a  delegate.  It  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted, marked  E. 

I  also  communicate  a  communication  from  Paris,  of 
the  Lodge  "  De  la  Clemente  et  Amitie,"  proposing  an  in- 
terchange of  fraternal  kindness  and  Masonic  brotherhood. 

I  feel  much  in  hopes  that  no  necessity  will  be  found  to 
adopt  decisive  measures  against  delinquent  Lodges  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  our  Grand  Lodge.  It  requires  a  con- 
stant exercise  of  one  of  the  great  attributes  of  our  order, 
to  excuse  many  of  their  "negligences"  in  omitting  to 
send  up  delegates  and  dues.  I  hope  that  your  wisdom 
will  suggest  at  this  communication,  some  mode  to  secure 
a  faithful  compliance,  and  that  our  institution  may  con- 
tinue to  be  cherished  among  us,  a  place  where  we  can  all 
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meet  as  brothers,  where  sectarianism  loses  its  rancor,  and 
party  spirit  forgets  its  spleen.

Brother  Thomas  S.  Clarke  submitted  the  following 
Preamble  and  Resolution,  which  were  read  and  adopted : 

Whereas,  it  is  currently  reported,  that  Lodge 
in  Newbern  has  ceased  to  work,  and  been  dissolved  by 
the  voluntary  action  of  its  members,  and  has  therefore 
ceased  to  exist  as  a  Lodge  : 

Therefore  resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed 
to  inquire  if  the  said  Lodge  has  forfeited  its  charter,  and 
if  it  should  be  shewn  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Committee 
that  its  charter  has  been  forfeited  by  its  ceasing  to  work, 
as  has  been  alleged,  that  they  be  authorized  to  demand 
and  take  possession  of  the  jewels  and  property  of  the 
Lodge,  and  make  such  disposition  of  the  property  and  ef- 
fects as  they  shall  judge  expedient  and  advisable,  and  re- 
port their  proceedings  to  the  next  Annual  Communication 
of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Bros.  T.  S.  Clarke,  Matthew  Outten,  and  Francis  Pren- 
tiss, were  appointed  a  Committee  in  accordance  with  the 
above  Resolution .

The  Grand  Treasurer  submitted  his  accounts  to  them 
this  morning,  by  which  it  appeared  as  per  annexed  ac- 
count, that  he  had  received  since  the  last  Annual  Com- 
munication, $355  00 
Which  added  to  balance  on  hand  then,  75  10 

Makes  a  total  of  430  10 

Of  which  he  had  paid  out,  for  which  satis- 
factory vouchers  were  exhibited,     $289  29

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There  is  some  interest  due  on  J.  D.  Royster^s  note, 
which  is  not  estimated  in  this  statement,  and  they  recom- 
mend that  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  directed  forthwith  to 
collect  said  note,  as  it  is  for  money  received  by  him  for 
rents  when  he  had  charge  of  the  building,  and  should 
have  long  since  been  paid  over. 

There  is  also  the  sum  of  $12,  due  on  the  1st  January 
next,  from  Mr.  Gray,  for  rent,  less  the  cost  of  a  Fender, 
which  he  has  put  to  the  fire  place,  and  was  agreed  to  be 
allowed  for. 

The  Committee  regret,  that  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duty,  they  feel  constrained  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  culpable  conduct  of  the  late  Grand 
Secretary,  W.  A.  Harrison.  From  the  best  estimates 
they  have  been  able  to  make,  there  was  some  $350  or 
$400,  paid  in  by  the  Subordinate  Lodges  at  the  Commu- 
nication of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  December,  1843,  of 
which  only  $240  have  come  to  the  hands  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  ;  the  balance  was  received  by  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary, which  he  neglects  and  refuses  to  pay  over  or  ac- 
count for  in  any  way,  though  repeatedly  applied  to  for 
that  purpose,  and  hence  it  is  one  of  the  causes  why  our 
funds  are  so  very  low  at  this  time.  They  communicate 
the  facts  as  they  have  learnt  them,  and  leave  it  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  pursue  such  course  towards  him  as  th^ir 
wisdom  may  dictate.  This  is  the  second  time  within  the 
knowledge  of  one  of  your  Committee,  that  a  default  has 
been  committed  by  the  proper  accounting  officers  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  they  think  it  high  time  that  some  mea- 
sure should  be  adopted  to  guard  against  such  a  contin- 
gency in  future,  as  far  as  it  is  practicable  to  be  done,  and 
they  therefore  recommend  that  in  future  the  Grand  Trea- 
surer shall  give  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  $1000,  and 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  $500,  faithfully  to  discharge  their 
duties  and  account  for  all  moneys  and  effects  that  may 
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come  to  their  hands  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  In 
making  this  recommendation,  they  feel  constrained  to  say- 
in  justice  to  the  present  Grand  Treasurer,  that  his  ac- 
counts are  fair  and  correct,  so  far  as  they  know  or  be- 
lieve, and  this  recommendation  is  only  made  to  endeavor 
to  provide  against  future  casualties,  and  not  at  all  to  im- 
pugn his  conduct,  which  has  been  worthy  of  all  commen- 
dation.

Bros.  Thomas  Loring  and  William  T.  Bain  were  ap- 
pointed that  Committee. 

The  communication  of  Bro.  William  W.  Cherry,  rela- 
tive to  the  expulsion  of  Mr.  Wilkinson,  from  Concord 
Lodge  No.  58,  Tarboro',  was  referred  to  a  Committee 
consisting  of  Bros.  W.  W.  Cherry  and  L.  D.  Wilson. 
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The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Commu- 
nication of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  enquire  into  the  propriety 
and  expediency  of  empowering  her  subordinate  Lodges 
to  center  the  Past  Master's  Degree,  made  their  report, 
which  was  read  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  appointed  under  a  Resolution  of  the 
last  Grand  Lodge  to  inquire  into  the  propriety  and  expe- 
diency of  empowering  her  Subordinate  Lodges  to  confer 
the  Past  Master's  Degree,  and  report  to  the  Annual  Grand 
Communication,  have  given  the  subject  due  considera- 
tion and  beg  leave  to 

REPORT : 

That  they  can  discover  no  justiiiable  grounds  upon 
which  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  measure  above 
proposed ;  on  the  contrary,  the  researches  of  the  Commit- 
tee have  only  strenghened  them  in  the  conclusion  to 
which  they  have  arrived. 

The  Committee  will  not  tire  your  patience  by  enter- 
ing into  a  labored  argument  to  prove  the  impropriety  and 
inexpediency  of  the  measure  proposed,  but  will  content 
themselves  by  simply  stating  the  grounds  of  their  objec- 
tions which  must  be  evident  to  every  one  who  has  taken 
the  higher  Degrees  of  Masonry  : — 

1st.  It  is  inexpedient,  because  it  is  competent  for  any 
Past  Master,  with  suitable  assistance,  to  qualify  and  instal 
the  Master  elect  of  any  Lodge,  who  being  thus  duly  in- 
stalled, becomes  himself  qualified  to  instal  his  successor. 
But  the  power  of  a  Past  Master,  in  conferring  the  Degree, 
extends  not  beyond  what  is  here  set  forth.  The  Degree 
of  Past  Master  pertains  to  the  Chair  alone  ;  and  so  far  as 
the  Blue  Lodge  is  concerned,  can  only  be  conferred  on 
whoever  is  regularly  elected  to  that  seat. 

2nd.  Royal  Arch  Chapters  are  recognized  as  legally 
constituted  Masonic  bodies,  and  this  Degree  is  embraced 
within  their  Charters;  to  transfer  it  to  the  Blue  Lodges, 
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would  be  an  unjustifiable  infringement  of  the  rights  of 
the  Chapters,  and  have  a  tendency  to  bring  the  Lodge 
and  Chapter  in  collision. 

3.  The  last  and  strongest  ground  of  objection  is  the 
fact,  that  it  would  be  an  innovation,  as  clearly  set  forth 
in  the  Articles  of  Union  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
York  and  London,  which  may  be  lound  in  Moore's  Mag- 
azine, vol.  3j  page  271,  in  the  words  following : — "  Arti- 
cle 2  declares  and  pronounces,  that  pure.  Ancient  Mason- 
ry consists  of  three  Degrees,  and  no  more."  This  lan- 
guage would  seem  to  be  strong  and  explicit  enough  to 
settle  the  question. 

Should  it  be  insisted  upon  as  a  matter  of  expediency, 
it  is  at  best  but  an  Honorary  Degree ;  and  if  one  such 
Degree  might  be  added,  where  would  be  the  end  of  the 
inovations  ?  Should  it  even  be  urged,  the  practice  of  other 
Lodges,  whether  in  our  own  or  other  countries,  it  is  no 
precedent  for  us  to  follow,  more  especially  if  it  be,  as  be- 
lieved by  your  Committee  to  be,  radically  wrong.  The 
Committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  Resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  deem  it  inexpedient 
and  improper,  if  not  illegal,  to  authorize  the  conferring 
of  the  Post  Master's  Degree  by  the  Subordinate  Lodges.

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Wardens^ 
and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  : 
The  Committee  appointed  on  Charters  and  Dispensa- 
tions, beg  leave  to  report — that  they  have  had  laid  before 
them  a  petition  from  Bro.  James  K.  Hill,  Master  of  Bel- 
mont Lodge,  No.  held  in  the  County  of  Duplin, 
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praying  that  a  Charter  may  be  granted  to  their  Lodge 
which  is  now  working  under  dispensation. 

Your  Committee  find  that  said  Lodge  has  been  work- 
ing regular  for  the  last  twelve  months  and  seems  to  be  in 
a  prosperous  condition,  having  initiated  thirteen,  passed 
thirteen,  and  raised  eleven  during  the  past  year. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  a  Charter 
be  granted  to  Belmont  Lodge,  No  held  in  the  county 
of  Duplin,  and  that  James  K.  Hill  be  appointed  Master 
of  the  same ;  Daniel  B.  Newton,  Senior  Warden,  and 
Samuel  R.  Ireland,  Junior  Warden. 

Your  Committee  further  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they 
have  had  no  further  business  laid  before  them,  nor  do  they 
know  of  any  necessary  for  the  action  of  this  Committee, 
and  prays  that  they  may  be  discharged  from  the  same.

The  Committee  on  Grand  Lodges  and  Miscellaneous 
subjects  submitted  their  report ;  adopted. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  : 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Communications  and  Mis- 
cellaneous Subjects  to  whom  were  referred  the  Reports 
from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  States  of  Maine,  New 
Hampshire,  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Ma- 
ryland, Virginia,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Tennes- 
see, Arkansas,  Kentucky,  Ohio,  Indiana,  the  Territories  of 
Iowa  and  Florida,  and  the  Republic  of  Texas ;  the  Com- 
munications from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Virginia,  and 
Pennsylvania,  on  the  subject  of  the  publication  of  the 
"Trestle-Board,"  and  the  Circular  from  Comp.  C.  W. 
Moore,  of  Boston,  on  the  same  subject ;  th^  Communica- 
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tioii  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi,  on  the  "  Rep- 
resentative System and  the  Correspondence  between 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  New  York  and  Michigan,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  irregular  revival  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
latter  State,  have  had  the  same  under  their  most  attentive 
consideration,  and  beg  leave  to 

REPORT  : 

That  the  examination  of  these  interesting  documents 
have  given  them  the  liveliest  satisfaction,  arising  from  the 
evidences  they  display  of  the  prosperity  of  the  Craft 
generally,  and  the  increasing  attachment  of  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  fraternity  to  the  holy  and  ennobling  prin- 
ciples which  it  enjoins  upon  them.  Wherever  these 
principles  are  most  strictly  adhered  to ;  wherever  the  ob- 
ligations imposed  on  us  by  our  venerable  Order  are  most 
faithfully  discharged,  and  its  spirit  exemplified  and  prac- 
tically carried  out  in  the  lives  of  its  professors ;  there  do 
we  find  Masonry  most  flourishing,  and  the  Institution 
most  influential.  And  how  can  it  be  otherwise  ?  It  mat- 
ters not  how  exalted  may  be  the  principles  which  it  pro- 
fesses, or  how  holy  the  precepts  it  inculcates,  if  its  Mem- 
bers do  not  illustrate  and  enforce  them  by  their  acts  as 
well  as  by  their  professions.  The  world  will  always 
judge  it  by  the  deportment  of  its  members ;  and  if  they 
be  disorderly  in  their  conduct,  or  dissolute  in  their  habits, 
as  soon  would  they  believe  that  "an  evil  tree  could  produce 
good  fruit,"  as  that  a  good  Institution  would  allow  such 
unworthy  persons  to  surround  its  altars  and  participate  in 
its  sacred  rites.  But  when  the  Order  practically  and 
tangibly  displays  the  good  which  it  accomplishes  ;  when 
its  Members  illustrate  it  by  lives  of  virtuous  usefulness ; 
when  Brotherly  Love,  Belief ,  and  Truth  are  practised^ 
as  well  as  professed ;  when  universal  benevolence  prompts 
our  actions,  and  disinterested  philanthropy  inspiring  our 
hearts;  when  Te?}ipera7ice,  Fortitude^  Prudence,  and 
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Justice^  are  the  rules  of  our  practice  in  all  our  intercourse 
with  our  fellow  merij  then  do  we  furnish  the  most  un- 
answerable argument  of  the  purity  of  the  principles  of 
Masonry,  and  constrain  even  its  revilers  to  acknowledge 
that  such  results  cannot  spring  from  an  impure  or  unholy 
source. 

Your  Committee  have  seen  with  regret  the  rather  tart 
and  petulant  correspondence  between  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York,  and  a  body  styling  itselt  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Michigan.  From  a  careful  examination  of  the  papers 
laid  before  them,  they  discover  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Michigan,  in  consequence  of  the  storm  of  Anti-Masonry^ 
which  swept  over  that  State  in  1829,  suspended  their  la- 
bors "  for  the  time  being,"  as  did  every  subordinate  Lodge 
in  the  State  but  one,  until  1840,  when  it  was  revived 
again.  But  its  revival  was  effected  in  such  a  manner 
that  it  was  not  recognized  as  a  Grand  Lodge  by  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Massachusetts,  Illinois,  Virginia,  Alabama,  Mis- 
souri, or  indeed  any  Grand  Lodge  that  they  can  learn  but 
those  of  Ohio,  and  Pennsylvania.  Your  Committee  con- 
cur in  the  opinion  that  the  whole  proceeding  was  irregular, 
and  they  are  pleased  to  learn  that  that  body  has  been  con- 
vinced of  its  error,  and  before  this  time  has  probably  ta- 
ken the  proper  steps  to  repair  it,  and  duly  constitute  her- 
self a  Grand  Lodge. 

The  "Representative  system"  has  met  with  the  appro- 
val of  nearly  all  the  Grand  Lodges  which  have  taken  any 
action  in  relation  to  that  subject,  and  your  Committee 
would  recommend  its  adoption  by  your  Body.  It  is  at- 
tended by  no  expense,  and  by  its  instrumentality  you 
will  be  kept  advised  of  whatever  of  interest  may  occur 
in  other  Grand  Lodges,  and  also  keep  up  a  fraternal  cor- 
respondence between  those  Bodies,  as  well  as  an  inter- 
change ot  friendly  offices  and  greetings. 

By  a  communication  addressed  to  your  Body  by  the 
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Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  your 
Committee  are  informed  that  Bro.  Philip  T.Schley  was 
unanimously  recommended  to  be  your  Representative 
near  the  former  Body.  We  cannot  but  be  highly  grati- 
fied at  this  honor  conferred  on  this  Body,  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  so  distinguished  a  Brother  to  represent  this  Body 
in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia;  and  they  cordially  re- 
commend him  to  be  recognized  as  such  ;  and  that  your 
Secretary  be  directed  to  furnish  him  a  description  of  the 
jewels  and  regalia  used  by  your  Body.  Your  Commit- 
tee also  recommend  that  you  reciprocate  the  honor  con- 
ferred on  you  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  by  recom- 
mending Bro.  Thomas  Loring,  as  their  Representative 
near  this  Body ;  and  that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  com- 
municate the  same  to  that  Body. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi,  warmly  approves  of 
and  recommends  the  suggestion  of  the  appointment  of 
a  Delegate  to  visit  the  English  Lodges,  where  Ancient 
York  Masonry  probably  exists  in  greater  purity  than  any 
other  part  of  the  globe.  Your  Committee  deem  it  unne- 
cessary to  recite  the  numerous  advantages  likely  to  result 
from  this  mission,  or  the  cogent  reasons  for  instituting  it. 
It  has  their  hearty  approval,  and  they  know  it  has  yours, 
as  the  matter  was  favorably  acted  on  at  the  last  Annual 
Communication  of  your  Body.  Bro.  John  Delafield,  Jr. 
of  Memphis,  Tenn.  is  recommended  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Mississippi,  as  a  suitable  person  to  be  appointed  ;  and 
your  Committee  would  take  the  liberty  of  recommend- 
ing Comp.  C.  W.  Moore,  of  Boston,  for  this  appointment. 

The  appointment  will  be  made,  (if  made  at  all)  by  the 
Convention  which  assembles  in  Virginia  in  May  next ; 
and  though  we  prefer  Bro.  Moore,  yet  relying  on  the 
wisdom  and  judgement  of  the  Convention,  we  will  cheer- 
fully acquiesce  in  its  decision  on  this  subject. 

It  appears  from  some  of  the  papers  laid  before  your 
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Commiltee,  that  the  execution  of  the  Text-book,  ordered  to 
be  prepared  by  the  Baltimore  Convention,  and  which  was 
prepared  by  Bros.  Carnegy  and  Moore,  the  majority  of 
the  Committee  appointed  iov  that  purpose,  has  been  re- 
jected by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  and  Pennsylva- 
nia, and  denounced  in  highly  indecorous  terms  by  Bro. 
Dove,  the  President  of  that  Convention.  Your  Commit- 
tee deem  it  unnecessary  to  go  into  a  discussion  of  the  me- 
rits and  demerits  of  this  work — the  "Trestle-Board." — 
It  is,  like  all  other  human  productions,  not  perfect ;  yet, 
in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  it  is  decidedly  superior 
to  any  work  known  to  them  for  the  illustration  and  ex- 
planation of  the  first  Three  Degrees  of  Masonry.  It  has 
received  the  sanction  and  approval  of  your  Body;  and 
your  Committee  regret  that  Bro.  Dove  and  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania,  did  not  await,  be- 
fore denouncing  it  in  such  acrimonious  terms,  the  assem- 
bling of  the  Convention  at  Winchester,  where  its  alleged 
errors  and  defects  might  have  been  pointed  out  and  rec- 
tified. 

Your  Committee  do  not  assume  to  have  given  an  ab- 
stract of  the  interesting  and  valuable  matter  contained  in  the 
important  papers  laid  before  them.  To  have  given  even  a 
brief  synopsis  of  their  contents  would  have  occupied  a  grea- 
ter time  than  their  other  engagements,  or  the  limited  period 
they  have  had  for  digesting  and  preparing  their  Report 
allowed.  They  regret  this  the  more,  because  they  would 
like  much  to  see  the  information  contained  in  those  pa- 
pers, disseminated  generally  among  the  fraternity,  and 
that  part  of  it,  especially,  which  is  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  your  Body.  And  they  would  further  like  that  the 
suggestions  thrown  out  in  them  might  be  thought  over, 
scrutinized  and  digested,  so  that  at  your  next  annual 
communication,  you  might  derive  all  the  aid  which  re- 
tiection  on  these  subjects  might  have  called  forth.  Yet. 
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though  they  cannot  condense  into  this  hasty  and  imper- 
fect Report,  all  the  valuable  information  contained  in 
those  pages,  they  deem  it  of  too  much  importance  to  be 
lost ;  and  therefore  recommend  that  all  the  Reports  from 
sister  Grand  Lodges,  received  since  your  last  annual  com- 
munication, be  bound  and  preserved  for  the  use  of  your 
Body.

The  Grand  Master  would  remind  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  of  the  great  importance  of  punctuality  and  accu- 
racy in  rendering  their  Annual  Returns  ;  and  of  the  no 
less  importance  of  a  seasonable  appointment,  in  the  pre- 
scribed form,  of  Representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  It 
is  well  known,  that  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
are  controlled  principally  by  the  Representatives — from 
these  are  the  Officers  chosen,  and  from  these  are  to  be 
learnt  the  condition,  views,  feelings,  and  wants  of  the 
Craft  in  general,  and  of  each  individual  Lodge  in  partic- 
ular; and  as  a  forfeiture  of  Charter  is  consequent  upon 
certain  delinquencies,  it  should  therefore  be  the  pride,  as 
it  is  unquestionably  the  duty  of  every  Lodge,  to  take 
prompt  action  in  the  premises,  that  the  influence  of  each 
and  every  one  may  be  duly  felt  and  appreciated  in  the 
Grand  Councils. 

A  frequent  reference  to  the  Constitution  and  Regula- 
tions of  the  Grand  Lodge,  will  prove  beneficial  in  deter- 
mining the  proper  course  of  action,  in  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  duties  incumbent  on  such  as  acknowledge 
its  authority.  On  all  questionable  points,  not  otherwise 
readily  determined,  it  would  be  well  to  appeal  at  once  to 
the  highest  sources  for  advice,  or  to  consult  authorities 
already  sanctioned  by  the  Craft. 

A  very  commendable  practice  prevails  with  some  of 
the  Grand  Lodges,  of  embodying  in  their  printed  proceed- 
ings the  names  of  all,  coming  to  their  knowledge,  who 
have  been  suspended,expelled  or  rejected—thereby  spread- 
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ing  information  essential  to  be  known.   Should  a  similar 

course  be  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodsfe.  it  may  not  be 
amiss  in  the  Subordinate  Lodges  to  accompany  their  An- 
nual Returns  with  a  complete  list,  as  far  as  practicable,  of 
all  cases  under  their  immediate  control. 

As  all  expulsions,  to  be  effectual,  require  confirmation 
of  the  Grand  Lod^e,  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  ur^e  the 
propriety  of  communicating  promptly  all  such  cases  as 
may  occur,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  grounds  of 
expulsion. 

Those  Institutions  best  flourish,  it  is  believed,  who 
hold  to  the  strictest  accountability  in  every  department  of 
their  government,  all  who  may  be  responsible  for  the 
performance  of  particular  duties;  this  trnth  is  so  appa- 
rent, that  no  one  interested,  it  is  hoped,  need  have  it  press- 
ed farther  upon  their  consideration. 

An  early  and  full  attendance  of  the  Members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  would  tend  greatly  to  expedite  the  busi- 
ness of  its  Annual  Communications.  Owing  to  tardi- 
ness in  this  respect,  it  not  unfreqnently  happens  that  many 
who  are  present  at  the  commencement  of  the  session,  are 
compelled  to  leave  before  the  transaction  of  the  most  im- 
portant business,  without  an  opportunity  of  participating 
therein.  A  reformation  in  this  particular  is  loudly  called 
for — which  may  easily  be  effected  by  the  manifestation  of 
a  little  more  zeal,  and  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  who 
have  duties  to  perform. 


G.  GRAND  LECTURER. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master  has  appointed  Rev.  Bro.  Jacob  FkiezEj 
of  Wilmington,  G.  G.  Lecturer,  in  accordance  wit'i  a  Res- 
olution of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  Proceedings  of  1843.
